OUR GUEST SPEAKER, RICK BEEBE K1PAD, VICE DIRECTOR AND SCM OF THE 
EASTERN MASS. DIVISION OF THE ARRL GAVE A VERY INFORMATIVE LECTURE ON 
GOINGS ON AT THE ARRL: 


RICK APOLOGIZED FOR NOT HAVING ANY SEXY VISUAL AIDS OR OTHER TRAP- 
INGS TO ILLUSTRATE HIS LECTURE BUT DUE TO SHORT NOTICE AND A BUSY 
SCHEDULE HE HAD NO TIME TO PREPARE. HE STATED THAT ONE MASS. AND TWO 
R.I. CLUBS OPERATED FROM THE BATTLESHIP MASSACHUSETTS AND FROM A SUB- 
MARINE LOCATED IN BATTLESHIP COVE IN FALL RIVER AS A MOST UNUSUAL 
FIELD DAY SITE THAT SHOULD PUBLICIZE AMATEUR RADIO. 

RICK COMMENTED ON THE PLAIN LANGUAGE RULES PROPOSED BY THE FCC 
AND THE ARRL'S RESPONSE TO THE REWRITE. THE ARRL OBJECTS TO THE WHOLE- 
SALE REWRITTING OF THE LONG ESTABLISHED AND CLEARLY UNDERSOOD RULES 
AND REGULATIONS WHICH HAVE WITHSTOOD THE TEST OF TIME. THE ARRL OBJECTS 
TO THE QUESTION AND ANSWER FORMAT PROPOSED BY THE COMMISSION UNDER THE 
LABEL OF PLAIN LANGUAGE RULES. RICK WENT ON TO SAY WHAT THE AMATEUR 
RADIO SERVICE NEEDS MORE THAN A WHOLESALE REWRITE OF THE RULES IS A 
BILL OF RIGHTS. A CONSISE STATEMENT TO ASSIST LOCAL GOVERNMENTS IN 
RECOGNIZING THE IMPORTANTANCE OF AMATEUR RADIO, THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 
TRANSMITTING ANTENNA AND THE NECESSITY THAT ANY ZONING ORDINANCE OR 
BUILDING CODES BE REALISTIC AND NOT BE UNREASONABLY RESTRICTED. 
THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM OF THE RADIO AMATEUR IN THE UNITED STATES IS 
THE PROLIFERATION OF HIGHLY RESTICTIVE ZONING ORDINANCES, BUILDING 
CODES, RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS AND DEEDS WHICH SO SEVERELY RESTICT 
AMATEUR RADIO ANTENNAS THAT EFFECTIVE OPERATIONS ARE ALL BUT IMPOSSIBLE. 

THE EXISTING RULES OF THE COMMISSION ARE SILENT CONCERNING THE 
HEIGHT, SIZE AND CHACTERISTICS OF THE ANTENNA EXCEPT WHEN THEY ARE 
OVER 200 FEET IN HEIGHT OR IN CLOSE PROXIMITY TO AN AIR PORT, 
HISTORICAL OR ENVIROMENTALY IMPORTANT SITE, OR A COMMISSSION MONITOR- 
ING STATION. THE PROPOSED REWRITE STAE “HOW DO I INCREASE THE HEIGHT 
OF MY ANTENNA,“ FOR EXAMPLE. THAT IS A BAD TITLE FOR A SUB-SECTION. 
A NON-KNOWLEDGABLE PERSON WOULD READ THAT AND SAY, “THEY HAVE TO 
MAKE AN EXCEPTION TO GET IT HIGHER, “ SO I'D BE ON GOOD GROUNDS TO 
HAVE A ZONING ORDINACE. SO, IT IS A SUBTLE WAY OF GETTING INTO 
ANTENNA RESTRICTIONS. 


PART OF THE PROBLEM THE LEAGUE SEES WITH THE PLAIN LANGUAGE 
REWRITE WAS IT WAS SO EXTENSIVE THAT NOT EVERYONE COULD GET THEIR 
HANDS ON IT AND CERTAINLY COULD NOT PUT IT IN A MAGAZINE. 

ANOTHER COMMENT BY THE LEAGUE WAS "WHY THE HELL DIDN'T THEY 
SPEND THE EFFORT TO GRAB SOME OF THE PEOPLE CAUSING MALICIOUS INTERFER- 
ENCE INSTEAD OF SPENDING THE MONEY TO REWITE THE RULES. 

RICK WENT ON COVERING OTHER SECTIONS OF THE PLANNED REWRITE 
TO LONG TO FIT INTO THE NEWSLETTER BUT THE IMPORTANT THING IS TO BE 
AWARE THAT THE FCC IS TRYING AGAIN TO RESTRICT AMATEUR RADIO AND WE 
AS AMATEURS SHOULD ASSIST THE ARRL IN ANY MEANS AT OUR DISPOSAL TO 
STAMP OUT THE REWRITE. 

RICK ASKED HOW MANY MEMBERS WOULD ALLOW THEIR DUES TO BE INCREASED 
TO MAINTAIN A PERMENANT LOBBYIST IN WASHINGTON TO GUARD AGAINST FURTHER 
INCURRSION INTO OUR RIGHTS. THE ASSOCIATION MEMBERS WERE UNANIMOUS IN
